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Vienna, Februaty 14. 
Onunt Schlick, who is gone from hence to 
Lintz, carried Orders and Inftructions 
with himin what manner to act againft © 
the Elector of Bavaria ; but ’tis talk’d 
here ,. That that Elector is too well 
inform’d of the Contents of thofe Inftructions , 
to be furpriz’d. There is a Talk likewife, That 
a Letter is intercepted, written by the Pope to 
the Queen Dowager of Poland who refides in 
Rome, in which his Holinefs owns himfelf to be 
well pleas'd with the Progrefs of the Elector of Ba- 
varia in Swabia: And that the fame Letter fhews 
who it is that prompts and encourages the Cardinal 
Primate of Poland to puth on the Caufe he has 
efpous'd. The Imperial Court is refolv’d to carry 
on the War in Italy,norwithftanding tis well known 
the Pope follicits the Princes of Italy, and the Re- 
publick of Venice, to concert Meafures together for 
removing the War out of thofe Parts. — ety 
Ratisbon, Feb. 15. “Yefterday the Proteftant De- 
puties had a Conference in the Saxon Envoy’s Houfe; 
when the’ faid Envoy fignified to them, that the 
Minifter of the Bifhop of Mentz had affur'd him, in 
the Nathe of the Satholick Body, that they are 
willing to take into Confideration the Grievances of 
the Proreftants, and fully perforin their Promife of 
Redtefling them, but that they wait for Inftructions 
from their Principals, in what manner ro proceed 
inthat Affairs; Upon which the Evangelical Body 
refolv’d to wait 14 Days for the coming of thofe 
Inftructions. Yefterday the DireCtor of the Electoral: 
College réprefented to the Diet, That forafmuch as 
the French make extraordinary Preparations againft 
the approaching Campaign, it behoves the States of 
every Circle to be the more difpatchful in levying 
their Contingents of the 120000 Men which the 
Empire hath agreed to raife. Whereupon fome 
Members of the Diet declar’d, That their Forces 
ate ready ; and others, That their Preparations are 
in great Forwardnefs. The term of 14 Days, which 
by the Refolutions of thé Diet on the rft inhi was 
allow’d the Elector of Bavaria to declare himfelf, . 
expiring yefterday, the Envoy of that Elector de- 
liver'd in a Declaration, containing in Subftance, 
Repeated Proteftations of the UprightnefS of this 
Eledoral Highnefs’s Intentions towards ‘the ge- 
neral Welfare of the Empire but excufing himfelf. 
from delivering up the Places he has taken, and 
other Advantages he has obtain’d with no other 
view than to fecure -his own Country, till fome 
other fufficient Security be given him ; which he 
cannot but infift upon, while his Family is Seon 
cuted with fo much Bitternefs, However fignifying, 
That his Highnefs would be glad to fee the Con- 
tents of the Letter which the Diet fhould think fic 
to write to the Emperor on this Occafion, and to 
Know whether, in cafe his Imperial Majefty thould 
hot approve of the Terms that may be propos’d in 
it, the Diet would norwithftanding abide by them ; 
arid then he will declare himfelf more fully. Here- 


upon the chief Imperial Commiffioner, Cardinal 
Lemberg, reprefented to the Affembly, That the 
Emperor is inform’d-from divers Parts, of the Arti- 
fices ufed by the Elector of Bavaria, to give {pecious 
Colours to his wicked Proceedings, to feduce his 
Imperial Majefty’s Subjects, and to remove out of 
his way all Obftacles to the Execution of the 
damnable Defign hatch’d between him and the 
King of France, which is fuch as no Prince of the 
Empire ever before engag’d in; which appears clearly 
from feveral Intercepted Letters: As therefore this 
Defign tends dire@tly to the utter Ruin of the Em- 
pire, it highly concerns all the Members of it to 
unite the more firmly , and exert themfelves the 
more ftrenuoufly in the common Caufe. To this 
the Cardinal added, That his Imperial Majefty trutts 
the States will fteadily purfue the wholfome Refo- 
lutions they have taken; the rather, feeing the 
Elector of Bavaria has plainly thewn, in attacking 
and taking Newburg by open Force, that he has the 
laft Contempt for the Imperial Diet. Ar the fame 
time, he communicated to the Diet the Emperot’s 
new Avocatoria, which are more fevere than the for- 
mer, againft the Elector of Bavaria. And now the 
general Opinion is, That the thoughts of all fur- 
oo Treaty with that Elector, will be wholly laid
